This  course  is  designed  for  those  who  cannot  attend 
the  regular  sessions  of  the  University.  Evening  classes  are 
given  during  the  winter  months,  and  there  are  daytime 
classes  in  July  and  August. 

Admission  requirements  include  nine  subjects  of  Grade 
XIII,  although  special  consideration  will  be  given  to 
applicants  of  mature  age. 

Four  subjects  may  be  undertaken  in  one  year — sixteen 
credits  are  required  to  complete  the  degree. 

This  course  gives  an  opportunity  to  concentrate  in 
subjects  of  special  interest.
